Scope and Content Note 

The series consists of four picture postcards, two of which are addressed to 
William Townsend. Three postcards have photographs of Tunbridge, VT; the 
remaining postcard has a photograph of Blue Hill, Maine. Two of the postcards 
have written messages on the back, and have postmarks. 

Arrangement 

Postcards are arranged chronologically. Postcards of Tunbridge, VT are grouped 
together and the two undated cards have a supplied date matching the other 
Vermont postcard. 

Main Street, Tunbridge, Vermont August 12, 1942 
Scope and Content Note 

The front of the card shows an image of Main Street, Tunbridge, 
Vermont. The back is addressed to Mr. Wm Townsend, 14 Elm St, 
Goffstown, N.H., and has two stamps and a postmark from 
Tunbridge, VT, dated August 12, 1942. The text, written in pencil, 
reads, "Wed. A.M. I haven't had time to be lonesome. Was over to 
Howard's. Sun. to dinner. Children here. Mon. picked berries also 
H+Ruthanne. Tues. Ken + little Betty + Lesle were here to dinner. 
Today. Ruthanne is coming over to wash. They picked almost 8 
qts. of blackberries last night. Bettty is doing chores. H."

Blue Hill Hospital, Blue Hill, Maine, February 22, 1949 
Scope and Content Note 

The front shows Blue Hill Hospital in Blue Hill, Maine. The back 
has a stamp, and is postmarked in Blue Hill, Maine on February 
22, 1949 at 9am. Addressed to Mrs. Will Townsend, No. Hartland, 
Vermont. The text, written with a fountain pen, reads, "Dear 
Mother, Mon. nite. Sure hope it is not as cold there as it is here. It 
is so damp that we mind it more. Aunt Maggie is making fried 
scallops for supper. They were caught fresh today. We are going to 
have clams tomorrow. They have a nice warm house here, and we 
are having a swell time. Cannot write [illegible] as I haven't the 
address. Love, Marguerite + Lesle."
